supplies.

One freely expressed view is that 
the authorities believe a beer fa ­ 
mine’s tendency would be to drive 
beer drinkers to the use of stronger 
intoxicants.

Against this it is argued that the 
timber embargo will put an imme­

Education in our day is wonderful 


in its scope and the broad acreage 
it attempts to cover, but the struc- 
ture erected too often suggests a 
top-heavy affair on 'slender poles 
that tare not firmly planted in the 
ground. This analogy presents itself 
as a by no means inaipproprita one 
after reading,the following extract 
from the report of the New Jersey 
State Board of Educations visit to 
one of the normal schools in that 
State: 
* "These students/or nearly a:!_of 
them, had passed through the eight 
years of primary 
and 
grammar 


school -and the four years of high 
school, and had entered the normal 
school. Yet out :of eighty-six no 
fewer than forty-nine wer« unable to 
tell whether a man had gained, or 
lost, and how much, who hud sold 
two horses for $400 each and on one 
bad gained 20 per cent and on the 
other Jiad lost 20 per cent! And if 
such is the showing of the high 
school graduates, what is the pro- 
bable condition of mere grammar 
school graduates, only 5 per cent of 
whom go on to the 'high schools? It 
is possible that, a better showing 
would have been made if the exam- 
ination had been confined to ques- 
tions in civics, 
sociology, botany, 


poetical analysis, or something of 
that sort."
